Polic Battle 

The United States has worse 
epidemics of polio than any 
country in the world. And this 
year looks like being worse even 
than last year, which produced 
an epidemic of 54.000) cases — 
the largest in medical history 

This year, however. the med- 
ical profession has a weapon to 
fight back with although itt 
cannot be used as yet on a very 
wide scale. This is gamma gio- 
bulin. a protem derived from 
human bileod. which lasts for 
about five weeks and which 
protects those who nave deen 
exposed to the paralytic form 
of the disease from infection. 

The first priority for human 
blood it has now come to be 
regarded as-a duty for every 
healthy and patriotic American 
to donate at least four times 
a year is still Korea. where 
blood transfusions have revolu- 
tionized the rate of recovery 
from wounds. There is. however, 
enough blood left over to provide 
about a million doses of gamma 
globulin im the United States 
this year, and the supply is 
being distributed to different 
areas om the basis of their past 
incidence of polio. 

About half ef it will be inject- 
ed into people who have been 
known te come inte contact 
with diagnosed polio victima, 
and about one-third will be re- 
served for attempts at mass 
protection. by inoculating the 
whole child population af towns 
where-an epidemic breaks out.
